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Tere is a possibility that the present 
congress will put an end to the monopoly 
that exists for the benefit of Mr. Roach, 
of Philadelphia. For the purpose of put- 
ting money in his pocket, congress ,has 
forbidden the registry of foreign-built 
ships. The house is certainly in favor of 
permitting an American citizen to buy 
ships where he please. If this proposi- 
tion should become law, the United 
States would regain its share of the car- 
rying trade, but Mr, Roach would not be 
able to build ships on his own terms. 


Regulating Inter-State Commerce. 

The passage of Judge Reagan’s bill for 
the regulation of inter-state traffic, by a 
vote of 139 to 110, was a genuine surprise. 
The bill in substance prevents wholesale 
freight rates by compelling large shippers 
to pay the same rate that small shippers 
do. It compels the man who ships a 
cargo one thousand miles to pay as much 
a mile asthe man who ships a distance 
of only ten miles. Railroad companies 
are compelled to publish schedules of 
freight charges so that they can be under- 
stood by the public, and the bill also pro- 
hibits any rebates or drawbacks for any 
purpose under a penalty of $1,000 for each 
offense. Pools and combinations are 
prohibited also, and the bill is very 
minute in phraseology, so that it will be 
difficult to evade it. We give the whole 
of the fourth section of the bill, against 
which the opposition is concentrated: 
“That it shall be unlawful for any person 
“or persons engaged in the transportation 
“of property, as provided in the first sec- 
“tion of this act, to charge or receive any 
“greater compensation per car-load of 
“similar property for carrying, receiving, 
“storing, forwarding or handling the same 
“for a shorter than for a longer distance 
“jin one continuous carriage.” 

The western and southern members 
generally supported the bill, the bulk of 
the negative vote coming from the mid- 
dle and easterm states. It is, however, 
due to the south that we state that the 
house was greatly-thinned out by the 
Blaine debate in the senate, and that the 
bill slipped through more by default than 
on its merits. Inthe senate it was re- 
ferred to the committee on commerce, of 
which Senator Conkling is chairman. 
The New York senator is opposed to the 
bill, and there is little reason to believe 
that the bill will be heard of again. It 
will be smothered at the dictation of the 
railroad corporations in a republican 
committee of the republican senate. 


The Homeopathic Way. 

The homceopathic yellow-fever commis- 
sion went to work ina quiet, practical, and 
effecient way; and although their inves- 
tigatons are by no means finished, 
they have arrived at several conclusions 
of general importance. They are agreed 
in pronouncing quarantine a delusive se- 
curity. They regard home prevention, 
that is, sanitation, the chief safeguard. 
They consider an aggregation of human 
beings one of the factors of yellow fever. 
In other words, the disease cannot be 
originated outside of the large towns 
and cities—New Orleans being notably 
the point of its development and the 
center of its radiating violence. Keep 
New Orleans in a perfect sanitary con- 
dition and the great valley of the Missis- 
sippi is safe. Let it lie in its present 
state for another generation and it will be- 
come a hot-bed of pestilence, which will 
cast its baneful influence along the line 
of rapid transit and repeat in St. Louis 
and Chicago the horrors which befell 
New York and Philadelphia iff the. last 
century. Wecannot do better than to 
give the substance of the recommen- 
dations of the commission: 

1. An intelligent oversight of all the trop- 
ical ports during the summer months. The 
sanitary Commission should have agents in 
all those ports connected either with our 


consulates or with responsible commercial 
houses. 

2. The declaration of a discriminating

Here we have the surprising result of 
223 lawyers and only 70 who are not 
lawyers. There is danger, says the 
Graphic, in such a state of things. In 
the British parliament not more than one- 
tenth are lawyers. In the French asseim- 
bly the business interests are paramount, 
with a handsome installment of literary 
men and artists.

Only in the United States 
and brow-beaten Italy do the lawyers ob- 
tain “the supreme opportunity to hocus 
pocus and bedevil the laws which they 
are paid to interpret.” These facts lead 
the Graphic to remark in conclusion: 
“There ought to be some lawyers in every 
legislative body, but their function should 
be elerical and technical. Whenever a 
state places its statutes unreservedly into 
the hands of men who live by their con- 
fusion, the laws of that state are very 
likely to be confused. Laws ought to be 
made chiefly by those who have the 
largest interests to protect—by farmers, 
merchants, manufacturers, miners—not 
by those who coin wealth from the quar- 
rels of the community in which they 
live.”’

The Disfranchisement ef the Negro. 
We have repeatedly predicted that a 
movement to disfranchise the negroes by 
the republicans is only a question of time, 
and we have now before us evidence of a 
very substantial sort that our prediction 
was correct. When the negro was en- 
franchised the south protested. He was 
ignorant, easily controlled by outside 
parties and altogether unfit for exercising 
the right to vote. But it was forced 
upon him, and for awhile, aided and 
abetted by white aliens from the 
north, he cast his vote against 
his own best interests and against 
the best interests of thesouth. This was 
natural. Freedom was new tohim. It 
conveyed a sense of irresponsibility and 
recklessness pretty nearly akin to the 
feeling that springs from the wine-cup. 
[t was intoxication of a very extraordi- 
nary character, and a great majority of 
the freedmen gave themselves over to it 
with an enthusiasm which, taking into 
consideration their present attitude, was 
little short of the marvellous. In addi- 
tion to this the whites were somewhat 
backward. They were unwilling to can- 
vass among their former slaves; they were 
unwilling to solicit votes among those 
whom they had formerly controlled; and 
the consequence was that the carpet- 
baggers got control, and carried things 
theirown way. They came near ruining 
the south. They plundered, and stole, 
and forged, and issued bogus bonds, and 
carried matters with -a high hand. 
(reorgia was the first state to shake off 
the yoke. General Toombs, with his 
shot-bag full of silver quarters, and other 
leaders filled with the idea that the state 
must be saved, went to work among their 
former slaves, and the re- 
sult was that Georgia was _re- 
deemed from the galling bondage of radi- 
cal rule. The democratic majority was 
small, but at the next election it grew, 
and when Governor Colquitt was elected 
it had grown to more than eighty thou- 
sand. Asa matter of course, the radical 
leaders, beholding this state of affairs, 
are casting about for a remedy, and the 
only one that suggests itself to their 
frightened souls is the disfranchisement 
of the negro. Thus, for instance, we find 
Mr. A. M. Gibson, of the New York Sun, 
writing to his paper from Washington: 
The south has twenty representatives based on 
negro votes. If these votes are to count for noth- 
ing, save to add representation to the south, 
then the north will demand that something be 
done. The north pays the greater proportion of 
taxes, and it will not have its money voted away to 
it? disadvantage by these twenty additional repre- 
sentatives, which in effect give the south the con- 
trol of the government. 
The reply to this by southern men is: “You 
‘amended the constitution, and imposed negro 
“suffrage upon us, and we have suffered immeas- 
“urable evils thereby. New that the advantage 
‘is to be reaped by us, you want to undo 
“what you have done. We had no choice 
‘‘in the matter, but had to take a very large pri- 
“portion of evil to get a little good, and we mean 
‘to hold on to that little.” 
All the indications now point to an agitation, 
at no late day, for the disfranchisement of the ne- 
gro, and the republicans will deliberately propose 
it. A very prominent republican said to me the 
other day: “If. we could only get rid of this negro 
question, we could whip the democrats every 
time.” He meant that the additional electoral 
votes which the south gets upon its increased rep- 
resentation make the presidential fight doubt- 
ful. Get rid of this increase of the electoral vote 
which the south secures through its negro vote,

the attempt will fail. Between the north- 
ern republicans and the rights of the ne- 
gro the solid south will stand as a pro- 
tection, and she will be inyineible. The 
vote of the negro is invaluable to ug as a 
section, and we propose that he shall ex- 
ercise all the rights guaranteed him by 
the constitutional. amendments. Pepub- 
licans may kick against this.¢ondition of 
things if they choose, but the result is in- 
evitable, The hegro will not only vote 
the democratic ticket, but he will retain 
his right of suffrage. 


Legislative Summary. 

The last week of the legislature was 
characterized by more noise than busi- 
ness. The body was impatient to ad- 
journ and in no mood for systematic 
business. 

Monday—The committee appointed to 
inquire when it would be convenient for 
the city of Atlanta to comply with its 
promise, made to the people of the state 
relative to the building of a new capitol, 
reported in the senate that they had con- 
sulted the city authorities and found that 
they were ready at any time to comply 
with the promise. The bill to provide 
for the reaching of property concealed by 
debtors from judgment creditors was 
passed. The house was engaged all day 
on the tax bill. There was considerable 
discussion over a resolution to gppoint a 
chmumittee to sit during the recess and 
report at the next session what legisla- 
tion is necessary to carry into effect the 
provisions of the constitution on the 
regulation of railroad passenger and 
freight rates. 

Tuesday—The senate tabled the bill to 
distribute the land scrip fand appropri- 
ated by act of congress. The question of 
the new capitol was indefinitely post- 
poned. Bills to prescribe the manner in 
which cities may compromise bonded 


debts, and to prescribe the manner of 


foreclosing mortgages on chattels, were 
passed. The house heard the report of 
the penitentiary committee on the con- 
dition of theconvict camps. Many of the 
revelations were terrible, showing asthey 
do what abuses exist under the present 
system. The report speaks highly of 
the management of a few of the camps, 
but pronounces the general system very 
bad, and positively recommends that 
several camps be abolished at once. A 
| large number of bills were passed—among 
the most important of which was a bill to 
change the time of holding the courts in 
several counties. 

Wednesday——The senate passed a reso- 
tution memorializing congress in favor of 
the Great Southern railway. The appro- 
priation act occupied the attention of the 
body nearly all day. The house, after 
passing a long list of bills of no special 
importance, discussed, in rather a fiery 
debate, the penitentiary system of the 
state. A resolution abolishing certain 
convict camps in the state would proba- 
bly have passed had it not been tabled 
for the consideration of a bill regulating 
the penitentiary system. It may be 
stated here that this bill never reached a 
final consideration. A resolution author- 
izing the governor to proceed at once in 
a legal way to insure the kind treatment 
of prisoners in convict camps and to pro- 
tect the interests of the state in all con- 
tracts for convicts was adopted. 

Thursday—The long delayed reports of 
the investigating committee on the con- 
duct and motives of the governor in sign- 
ing the bonds of the Northeastern rail- 
road were presented in both houses. 
soth reports completely vindicate the 
governor, but both ask that legislation be 
enacted to insure the independence of 
the state departments and to prevent 
any employee of any department from 
receiving any fee for attempting to influ- 
ence the official conduct of the governor 
on any matter. The minority report 
uses a little stronger language in declar- 
ing the necessity for such legislation. 
Neither, report was acted on. © The senate 
strugg.ed with the tax bill all day, 
and at night after a debate 
passed the Garrard bond bill. The 
house passed anumber of house and 


senate bills, the most important of which 
was a bill to carry into effect the new 
constitutional provisions relating to home- 
steads. An effort to pass the bill to amend 
the act authorizing a geological survey of 
the state and creating a geological bureau 
was futile. The effect of-the failure was 
to leave the bureau without a cent on the 
first of January, and its expiration at 
that time is inevitable. 


Friday—Was the last day of the ses- 
sion before the recess, and. neither house 
did much business. There was confusion 
most of the day. The tax and appropria- 
tion bills vibrated between the bodies all 
day on different amendments. At last 
they -were perfected and passed to the 
general satisfaction of the  assem- 
bly. The house laid the reports of 
the investigating committee on the 
table. They go over, therefore, to the 
July session, thus giving members time 
to consider the voluminous evidence. In 
the senate there was a sharp discussion 
on this mattter, several of the senators 
insisting that it would be an act of injus- 
tice to Governor Colquitt to delay action 
on the reports until July. Others con- 
tended that it would be fully as unjust to 
make up a judgment without reading the 
evidence. At last the matter was com- 
promised by the passage of a resolution 
declaring that the postponement of the 
question should net be interpreted into 
any lack of confidence in the purity and 
complete vindication of the governor, 
but that it was done merely to allow the 
members time to read the evidence on 
which both reports had pronounced the 
governor absolutely blameless. 

The resolution appointing a committee 
to sit during the recess and report legisla- 
tion on the railroad question was defeated 
by one vote. Both houses did little at 
the night session except to talk and fili- 
buster, and at 12 o’clock the general as- 
sembly adjourned, leaving much of its 
important business to come up at the 
July session. 

In reviewing the whole session of thir- 
ty-seven working days we see that while 
the legislature left over unti] July many 
important matters, yet it performed a 
goodly lot of business. One of the most 
important bills passed was the Garrard 
bond bill, to provide for the issue of 
$500,000 in four per cent. state bonds in 
denominations from $5 to $100. The bill 
will greatly increase the volume of circu-

The legislature has done well under the 
circumstances. No preceding assembly 
has been surrounded by such difficulties. 
These have been met most success- 
fully by the senate and house. 

In both bodies are many good men— 
men of ability—who are true to the best 
interests of the state. We may look for 
an interesting session in July, and may 
be sure that the welfare of the state will 
be in the keeping of wisdom, justice and 
moderation.
